AN GL. coined 
at Calais, and weighing, tho' ſomething worn, about 58 
grains: theſe I ſhould alſo take to have been groats of 


Henry the ſixth. Beſides which I have ſeen another thick 


piece, coined likewiſe at Calais, exactly reſembling one of 


the common groats above aſſigned to this king, but weigh- 
ing 236 grains; and this ſeemed to have been a proof 


for a quadruple groat, whoſe ſtandard weight ſhould have 
been 240. It is a very remarkable coin, and belongs to 


the dean of the arches, the worſhipful Dr. Betteſworth.

king did alſo about the 18® or 19" year of his reign make 
a great alteration in the form of his coin, upon which 


bis head was now repreſented crowned, but in profile, and 
with a good reſemblance of his other pictures: whereas 


the heads of all our former kings had conſtantly been 
drawn in front upon their money, ever ſince the time oſ 


Pl.

The number of theſe places ſeems alſo to have been 


greatly reduced in this reign; groats were, I believe, coin- 


ed no where but in London, though half groats were 


till in good plenty ſtruck at Canterbury, York, and 


Durham. Upon ſome of theſe the name of the city was 


ſtill preſerved, inſtead of the ordinary motto on the re- 
verſe; but even thoſe pieces whereon that was omitted, 


35 may yet be eaſily diſtinguiſhd by the initial letters uſually 


inſcribed upon them, of the names of the archbiſhops and 


biſhops of thoſe ſeveral ſees, who had from time imme- 


morial claimed and exerciſed a power of coinage. To-

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gether with theſe profile or half faced groats, or very ſoon 
after, were coined for the firſt time in England“.

Some of theſe want the number after 
the king's name, others have v11. and a third fort the word 


sEP TIM. upon them: they are all rare, and we are told 


that there were only a few of them coined. 3 
1 have ſeen among the Engliſh coins, preſerved in the 


univerſity library of Cambridge, a very remarkable piece, 
much like the full faced groats of this king, but larger and 


weighing about five times as much: this ſeems to have 


been a tryal for a twenty pennie piece, and before the pro- 


file money was introduced. 


The crown upon moſt of theſe 


coins, ſeems only to conſiſt of one 
ſingle arch, added to the old crown 


fleurie above deſcribed and repre- 


ſented upon all our money from the 
time of king Edward the firſt ; tho 
upon ſome few there appear two leſſer 
arches beſides, croſſing and ſupport- 
ing this as the principal: and the like 
may be obſerved in other monuments 


of this king. Such crowns are alſoſeen 
upon the great ſeals of Edward the 
fourth and Richard the third, but not 


upon that of Henry the ſixth. The 


fame crown appears alſo on the money 


of king Henry the eighth, except that 


between the flowers on the diadem 


eroſſes of the ſame height are alter- 
nately inſerted, and this has continued 
to be the form of the diadem to this 
day: but the number of the arches 
over it ſupporting the mound, do not 


ſeem to have been conſtantly limited 


as they now are, to two interſecting 


each other at right angles, till much

later. The crowns on moſt of the 


following coins plainly exhibit two 
lefler arches as ſtrengthening the one 

principal arch above deſcribed; and 
ſuch is very diſtinctly that crown ſo 
beautifully graved by Simon, on the 


reverſe of Cromwell's five ſhilling 


piece; and a like crown is alſo repre-

by Mr. Selden in his Titles of Honour,

ence, that it there ſeems to have two 


principal and two leſſer arches. There 
are indeed pictures of king James the 
firſt and king Charles the firſt, in which 
crowns are ſeen more reſembling thoſe 


now in uſe, with two like and equal 


arches, yet in ſome particulars ſtili 


differing from them. All the crowns 


now in the Jewel Office are modern, 


the old ones having been deſtroyed. 
or loſt during the rebellion, and theſe 


only made in remembrance. of them, 


ſince the reſtoratioa of king Charles 


the ſecond. 


I do 
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I do not remember to have ſeen the profile head of this 
king upon any piece leſs than a half groat: and I am 
thence apt to conclude, there was not yet any alteration 
made in the general type of the leſſer money, but that it 
ſtill continued both in this reign and the following to be 
coined of the ſame form as before, and with the old deviſe 
of the pellets on the reverſe; of which particular I ſhall 
have ſome further occaſion to take notice, in ſpeaking of 
the coins of the ſucceeding king. — 
TT was alſo about this time, as I apprehend, that thoſe - 
. pennies were farſt coined at York and Durham, that have 
the king's figure at full length fitting in his throne, 
with the crown, ſcepter, and orb; and his royal arms with 
the place of mintage on the reverſe: concerning which 
Mr. Thoreſby has jultly obſerved that they are of two ſorts, 
ſome having the wing s uſual ſtyle tho without the number 
on the right fide, and others having inſtead of it H. Db. G. 
ROSA, SIE. sPIA. He takes the firſt only to have been 
ſtruck by this king, and the others by king Henry the 
eighth: theſe firſt he had conſtantly found the heavier, 
and ſufficiently approaching to the weight of twelve grains 
each, whereas he had found none of the latter to weigh 
more than nine grains and a half. The ſame thing has alſo 
ſucceeded with myſelf, I have ſeen ſome of theſe pennies 
of the firſt ſort that wanted ſcarce any thing of the weight 
of twelve grains, and the heavieſt I have met with of the 
other has not weighed full ten and a half. The ſtan- 
dard weight of the Engliſh pennie was twelve grains, during 
all the time of king Henry the ſeventh, and till king 
Henry the eighth ured it by his farſt alteration to ten 
__ and two thirds. To theſe two periods therefore muſt 

ele two ſorts of pennies be with good certainty. re- 
ferred : and it may yet be further obſerved concern- 


ing them, that, like the half groats laſt mentioned, 


they have alſo impreſſed upon them for the moſt part 
the 
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form as the laſt pieces of thoſe denominations e by 
the king his father. They have the number v1. after 
. the name, without which hey could not be known at 
this time, ſince all that I have ever ſeen, have been 
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the ſignatures of the ſeveral archbiſhops and. biſhops of Hex. VII.

Wr may further in this place take notice of a very un- 
common and ſingular coin, mn <= the royal arms, 
but without a name.

To all which I muſt further 
add the expreſs teſtimonies of Richard Grafton and John 
Stow in their Chronicles, and of the laſt in his Survey of 
London alſo, who fix this alteration as late as the 18* 


| year of the king's reign, and give us the very date of the 


proclamation, by which the price of filver was at that 


time raiſed from 3s. and 44. to 3s. and 9d. the ounce

I ſhould have been glad to have ſeen the indenture it 
ſelf, quoted by Mr. Lowndes, and before by archbiſhop 


Williams in his collections, as of the firſt year of this king, 
and in which the lighter moneys to be next ſpoken of are 


mentioned: but I have not yet been able to find that re- 


cord. I had difficulties about it when J formerly pub- 
liſhed the Table of Gold Coins, and particularly by reaſon 


of the diſtin mention of Troy weight in it; whereas 


the Tower weight does not appear to have been taken 


away before the 18" year of the king's reign. On this 
account I therein dated the gold coins ſpoken of in this 


1ndenture only in that 18% year: and tho' I have indeed 


ſeen ſome of thoſe pieces, that repreſented the king with 
a more youthful countenance than might have been ex- 
pected, I have yet been convinced by other arguments, 
that even thoſe had been coined conſiderably after that 
date. I do not therefore ſee any rcaſon to alter my mind 
in that particular, but am ſtill perſuaded that the 18

year of the king's reign, was the true time when his new Hex. VIII. 
moneys both of gold and filver were firſt minted : and 


that if there were any other indentures concerning the 
ſame coins, beſides that already ſo often mentioned, and 
which I take to have been truly not of the firſt but of the 
twenty-firſt year of his reign, they were not however older 
than the eighteenth. 

By this indenture it was directed FO the pound weight 


Troy of Old Standard filver ſhould be coined into 45 


ſhillings by tale, namely into GroarTs, Harr-GroaTts, 
PENNIES, HALFPENNIES, and FarTHINGsS : whereby the 
weight of the groat was brought down to 42 Troy grains 
and two thirds, and the fine ſilver to be contained in the 


pound ſterling, or in 60 ſuch groats of full weight, was 


ſo much only as is now contained in 27s, and 6 d. 3 9. 
of our preſent coin. 
Ix is very true that theſe new coins are much more 

plentiful than the former, but it is alſo to be noted that 
money of all ſorts is ſaid to have been very ſcarce before 


the new coins were ſtruck, which ſcarcity was made the 
pretence for the leſſening of their weights: and it is alſo 


probable that the great coinages in the laſt years of king 


Henry the ſeventh, together with the diſperſion of the im- 


menſe treaſures ke had hoarded up, muſt have leſſened 


the occaſions of coinage, during the firſt years of his fon. 
Again, whereas it may juſtly ſeem ſtrange, that for above 
ſeventeen whole years no dies ſhould have been ſunk but 
with the old puncheons, or with others that were exactly 
like them; it ſhould alſo be remember'd that a ſimili- 


tude of the king's perſon was yet a new thing upon the 


coin, and what had not been attempted above five years 
before the deceaſe of the laſt king: from whence we may 
conclude that the inſcribing the ſtyle of the new king 


about the ſame head already uſed for the former, did at

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Hex, VII. then carry with it ſuch an abſurdity as a like practice would

reverſes, and theſe had beſides a cardinal's hat under the 
1 . vil. 9. royal arms, and for the moſt part the letters r. w. for Thomas 
5 Wolſey, on either hand. Theſe groats with the cardinal's 
name and hat were, I believe, the only pieces of that f1ze 
coined at this time out of the king's own mint, and in the 
coining ſuch pieces it is poſſible that the cardinal exceeded 
his chatter, and thereby gave ſome room to the complaint in 
the articles againſt him, when he fell into diſgrace *, His hat 
might alſo as a foreign ornament have given ſome offence, 
Pl. VI 12. but the mitre had been already placed in the ſame man- 
der upon ſome of the pennies of the biſhops of Durham: 
and in ſtamping of his name on the half groats, he did 
no more than had been practiſed by his predeceſſor arch- 
1 biſhop Bainbrigg, and was afterwards continued by his im- 
1 me diate ſucceſſor archbiſhop Lee. The like half groats are 
PLYIL 21,17, alſo very commonly found with crvitas.

” the reſpective letters W. A. and T. c. for Wilbelmus Ar-

I have ſeen of king Henry two different groats ſtruck.

Tuo' I have yet met with no teſtons anſwering to the

I apprehend this piece to have been minted for a ſhil- 
ling, notwithſtanding the weight; and I have ſeen others 


equally light and nearly of the ſame make and ſeem- 


ing goodneſs: from whence I have been apt to conclude, 
that, during the continuance of the very baſe money, there 


was a liberty given to the maſters and workers of the 


- mints, either by commiſſion or otherwiſe, to allow for the 
weight of their money by making it finer for beauty's 


ſake. By this an eaſy ſolution will be given of ſome 


difficulties, that are otherwiſe very perplexing, about the 
weight of king Edward's filver coins: and indeed the 
whole appearance, not only of theſe pieces laſt mentioned, 


but of ſome others alſo coined in the following years, does 


render ſuch a ſuppoſition highly probable. The king does 


in his own journal allude to this variety of ſtandards *, and 
expreſly therein takes notice of ſome, not to be found in any 
of the indentures and commiſſions we have. And it to theſe 


In this journal {till preſerved in 


the Cotton Library, written with the 


king's own hand, and printed at large 
by biſhop Burnet in his Hiſtory of 


the Reformation, is the following 


paſſage. 1551. 6 Sept. Delibera- 
tion concerning the coin.

© randum, that there were diverſe 
<« ſtandards, nine ounces fine, a few, 
e eight ounces fine, as ill as four, 
&* becauſe although that was fine, yet

which words I collect that in this 
reign beſides the moneys of four 
ounces fine, ſix ounces fine, and three

and nine ounces fine; and that in the 


moneys of eight ounces-fine in parti- 
cular, one ſhilling was of no more va- 
lue than another of only four ounces 
fine, as being of only half the weight, 
tho” it was as fine again.

2 d. wt. worſe than the Old 
Standard, and which was the very ſtandard of the firſt de- 
baſed money of king Henry the eighth ; we ſhall be able 
to account for the ſilver money of this period, as well as 
can reaſonably be expected, where almoſt all the pieces 
that come to hand are miſerably mangled and defaced, 
where the variety of the ſtandards and the baſeneſs of moſt 
of them muſt have introduced confuſion and negligence 
in the coinage, and where many counterfeits, much com- 
plained of at the time, muſt now be entirely undiſtin- 
guiſhable from the genuine coins. It follows from the 
indentures already quoted of the firſt and ſecond years 
of the king, that the weight of the teſton, 7 oz. 2 d. ut. 
worſe than the Old Standard, was to be 120 Troy grains: 
and according to that rate, the weight of another of equal 
value, but of ſilver only 1 oz. 2d. ut. worſe than that Old 
Standard, ſhould have been of 48 like grains. Now ſuch 
a ſhilling, I take the piece above deſcribed to have really 
been, tho it has now loſt by wear almoſt three grains of 
the original weight : and I farther look upon the ſhillings

IT is very ſurprizing that, during this period of time, 
the price of gold does not appear to have been raiſed in 
any proportion to that of the filver. For by the inden- 
tures of the 37" of king Henry the eighth, and the firſt 
of king Edward the fixth, the pound weight Troy of gold 
20 carats fine, was to be coined into 30 pounds by tale, 
according to which rate the ounce of fine gold was valued 
at three pounds only: and whereas from what has been 
ſaid above it appears, that at the ſame time and for four 
years after, the ounce of fine filver was valued at 12 ſhil- 
lings, it follows of conſequence that fine gold was then 
only rated at five times as much as fine ſilver. Indeed in 
the following indentures of the third year of king Ed- 
ward, fine gold is valued a little more, that is, at 3 J. 1 s. 


and 10 d. the ounce: but again in thoſe of the 4" year 


it is yet valued at leſs, and only at about 48s. the ounce; 
whereby it is rated at only four times the price of fine 
 fGilver. It is not however credible that there could have 
been any free exchange of the two metals, at rates ſo very 
diſagreeable to the natural proportion of their values: ac- 
cording to which, in truth, one ounce of fine gold muſt then 
have been worth about eleven ounces of fine ſilver. Mr. 
Stow tells us in his Survey of London, that “ this baſe

impoſſible that the arbitrary value ſet upon pieces of baſe 


metal could, for any conſiderable time, ſupply the want

impreſſed with the ſame mark, and 
again that different marks are found 
upon pieces bearing the ſame date. 
Theſe marks are firſt obſervable upon 

the coins of king Edward the third, the

be ſtamped very conſpicuouſly upon 
the moneys, till the coinage by the 
mill and ſcrew was introduced and ſet- 
tled after the reſtoration 1a the year 
1662.

* By an account which: Mr. 


Lowndes: has publiſhed in his Eſſay, 


the filver money coined in the reign 
of king Charles. the Firſt, and. by 


which we muſt only underſtand the 


ſilver money. regularly coined. in the 
tower of London, amounted to the 
ſum of ' 8,776,544/. 10s. 3d. But 
of the gold there alſo coined during 


the ſame time, I am not able to give 
ſo exact an account. All I can ſay 


is, that, by a paper I ſaw in the hands 
of the late Mr. Conduit, the weight 


of the angel gold coined from the 
beginning of the king's reign to the 


25 of November 1642, and which 
was coined into angels only, was that 
of 284 J. 5 c. 9 tot, 9 gr. which 
made in money then current, at the rate 
of 441.

To which laſt weight, if we add pro- 


portionablyfor the four months elapſed 
between the 31f of March and the 
1 ft of Auguſt 1641, and for the thirty 


four months between the end of tlieſe 
accounts and the 3o® of January. 
1648: we cannot very greatly miſtake 


in ſuppoſing the weight of the crown 
gold, coined from the 15 of April 


1641, to the time of the king's death,

And as this mint was managed and wrought by the officers 
and moneyers that came from Aberiſtwith, and was itſelf 
conſidered as the ſame mint removed, all the money 
that was coined in it was marked on both ſides with the

danger of being called upon by the

Tux duty of ſeigneurage to the king, was ſomewhat 
different at different times, and ſo were the fees to the 
maſters and workers. All the particulars are of no conſe- 
quence in this place: but I ſhall obſerve that from the 19 of 
Henry the ſeventh, when the pound Tower of old Sana 
gold was coined into 22 Z. 105. by tale, and the like pound 
of old ſterling ſilver into 375. and 69. to the 18 of Henry 
the eighth; the king had for every ſuch pound weight of 
gold 75s. 6d. and for every pound weight of ſilver 1 5. 
out 1 which he allowed to the maſter ec. 2 2 d. for the 
gold and 10 d. for the ſilver. 
AND this was not preatly altered till Henry the eighth 
in his 34 year took upon every parcel of gold a 8 
fourth part, and upon every parcel of filver a ſixth 
part of the whole; out of which indeed, as before, he al- 
lowed the fees and charges of the maſter. The ſame 
prince again in his 36 year took on the fame conditions 
a twelfth part of the gold, and better than two fifths of 
the ſilver; and laſtly in his 37" year, more than a ſeventh 
part of the gold: for he then coined twelve ounces 
Troy of fine gold into thirty fix pounds, for which the 
importer received only thirty pounds and twelve ſhillings,

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ſo that there remained with himſelf and his officers five 


pounds and eight ſhillings. 


KING Edward the ſixth in his third year took of the 
gold only a four and thirtieth part; and for that reaſon a 


conſiderable quantity of it ſeems to have been then coined :

remedy for the maſter ; whoſe moneys, if coined within this 


remedy, were by his indentures to be delivered as good ; 
and he was to be held excuſable at the trial of his pix, 


notwithſtanding the ſame were there reported either too 


baſe, or too light, or both, provided that ſuch imperfection 


and deficiency were together found leſs than what the ſaid 


remedy amounted to. The quantity of this remedy has 


never greatly varied fince the 18" year of king Edward 


the third, when the ſolemn trial of the pix was firſt 
inſtituted : and the ſame has almoſt conſtantly been the 
value of the eighth part of a carat, or of thirty grains 

of fine gold in weight, upon the pound weight of old 
ſtandard N and the value of two penny weight 

of fine filver, upon the pound weight of old ſterling 
ſilver; that is to ſay, the one hundred and ninety- 


firſt part of the value upon the gold, and the one hun- 
dred and eleventh part of the ſame upon the ſilver. But 
as to the crown gold, or the gold of the new ſtandard 


firſt introduced in the eighteenth year of king Henry the 
eighth, and which is the only ſort of gold that has been

As the way the profile head of the ſovereign 1s made 
to look upon the money, and the returning it from time 
to time the contrary way, are particulars often taken no- 
tice of; it is neceſſary that a word or two ſhould be 
ſaid about them : and I have rather choſen to do it here 
once for all, than when I was before deſcribing the par- 
ticular pieces, that the ſeveral variations which have been 
made from time to time may thus be fet before the 
reader all together. But in order to be underſtood, I 
muſt firſt obſerve, that I uſe the words right and left in 
the ſame ſenſe as theſe words are applied by the heralds, in

1he Union Ef the imo Crowns. 


\HE affairs of the two nations 4 England and Scot- 

land became ſo nearly connected, by the Union of 

the two crowns in the perſon of king 15 the firſt of 
Great Britain; that it may poſſibly neither be unaccep- 
table to the reader, nor ſeem foreign to the deſign of the 
foregoing pages, if I here add a ſhort account of the ſeve- 
ral moneys that have been coined in Scotland, fince the 
time that king James ſucceeded to the Engliſh throne, 
upon the deceaſe of queen Elizabeth on the 24" day of 
March 1602. In order to a right underſtanding of which, 
it muſt be obſerved, that although the pounds, ſhillings, 
and pennies of Scotland, have ever borne the ſame pro- 
portion to each other as the pounds, ſhillings, and pennies 
of England have done; yet was the pound in tale of 
England, and commonly called in Scotland the pound 
ſterling to diſtinguiſh it from the other, very nearly 
if not exactly equal to twelve pounds in tale Scotiſh.

but I had then overlooked the true reaſon of that particu- 


lar, which has ſince been given in a very inſtructive book 


juſt publiſhed, and intituled An hiſtorical account of Engliſh 


money, by Stephen Martin-Leake eſq. Clarenceux king of 
arms. Where that curious gentleman has rightly obſerved 
that king Edward, who had firſt aſſumed the title of king 
of France in his 14 year 1340, did afterwards again lay 
it aſide, upon the ceſſions made him by the treaty of Bre- 

tigny in his 34 year 1360; in conſideration of which 
| he then renounced all right and title to that crown, 
and never afterwards laid any claim to the fame, until 
Charles the fifth of France, having broken the peace, de- 
clared the former treaty void; upon which he again in 


his 43* year 1369, by the advice of his parliament re- 


ſumed that title, which all his ſucceſſors have ſince con- 
tinued to this day. This alſo accounts for thoſe of his 
coins of gold upon which the title of king of France is 
omitted; but concerning which it may be further obſerved, 
that notwithſtanding he had laid aſide the ſtyle, he con- 
tinued to make uſe of the arms of that kingdom, which he 
ſtill quartered, as the inheritance of the queen his mother,

PI.I. 37.) on the 
money coined in their own mints (Suppl. Pl. III. 2.) However, the 
pieces are remarkable, eſpecially if in good preſervation, and this 
practice continued to near the end of the reign of Henry VIII.

The ſhillings of Hen. VII. are great curioſities; His penny, 
Suppl. PI. IV. 2. and 

Henry VIII's crown are, for ought that appears, ſingular. His 
Tournay and Pheon groats, half-groats with the biſhops' names and 
marks, the half-groats of his 34" year, of which the ſmaller pieces 
are unknown, the Cantor half-groat, and PO of his 3006 
and 37 years, are much ſcarcer than the reſt. 

All Edward VI. in profile, Silv. Pl. IX. and fine pennies, Pl. X. 

and Suppl. Pl. IV. are very rare, as are 

Philip and Mary's half-crown, ſhilling and ſix-pence with dates 
under the head, or marked with the flower de luce, half-groat and 
penny. 

n ns LOR s hammered three farthing and three half-penny, half- 
ſhillings of 1563, 1577, 1597, 1598, her ſhilling marked with the 
key and garniſhed eſcutcheon on the reverſe, and the half-crown 
with the figure 2, are ſcarce; ſo are her milled half-ſhillings of 
1563, 1504, 1566. Thoſe of 1570, 1571, are more ſo, but moſt 
of all the hali-ſhilling and three pence of 1574 and 1575, together 
-with the flower de luce ſhilling and penny. The half-crown is 
hitherto ſingular, and the three half-penny, which was once in the 
poſſeſſion of the late Preſident, much to be deſired.

Charles I's rareſt are thoſe marked with the black-moor's head, 
caſtle, anchor of 1628 and heart, of the Tower mint ; the roſe and 
crown hali-penny ; Briot's pattern pieces; the Ebor crown and 
half-crowns (one of which like Suppl. Pl. V. 9. with Ebor under 
the horſe, which juſt now occurs); Aberiſtwith half-crown and 
half- penny: Of the Oxford mint, thoſe that have the marks of

Henry VI's angel is rare, his adele much rarer; as are 

Edward IV's angel with the ſun on the reverſe, and angelet, and 
both thoſe pieces of Richard III. 

Henry VII's ſovereigns, and rial; 

Henry VIII's double ſovereign, George noble, crown and half- 
crown before his 34 year; his angel of that year countermarked 
with the Belgic lion, as Silv. Pl. XV. 2. and quarter-angel of the 


fame coinage ; his  Ra-Overeign and half-crown of his laſt coin- 


age; and 

Edward VI's are all very ſcarce, except the ſovereign and half- 
ſovereign of his Gb year; ſo are 

Mary's rial, angels and angelets; 
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Elizabeth's rials and half-crowns, both hammered and milled ; 

James I's ſovereign and half- ſovereign, buteſpecially the crown and 
half-crown of his firſt coinage, angel and angelet, are rare; as are

Charles IT's broad-pieces, without mint mark or numerals. All 
the pieces after him that have particular marks are leſs common 
than thoſe which have only the dates.
